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John Lipscombe (labourer at Droxford) said: You fellow labour- 
ers, as well as myself, I work six days, that is a week, for 95. There 
be six of us, four young uns and our two selves. Our first thing is 
bread. Aint six gallons little enough? (Noa, not enough.) After 
paying for that bread, we have abcut a ha’penny a day a piece for 
everything else. We dare not spend that in butter, for we doant 
knowwhat may be a coming on us. I’ve noa more to say—you know 
itall. (Yes, wedo.) All I know is, thatifit had na’ been for Mr. 
Сагпіст--а man worthy of the name of. gentleman—if -it had па’ 
been for him, an’ his letting me a score of land at a cheap rate, I 
must ha’ died this winter. 1 should ha’ been іп the churchyard now 
instead о’ being here. (Three cheers were here given for Mr. 
Garnier.) I kuow, continued the speaker, that from the 10th of 
December, 1844. to the 23d of December, 1845, L never had nor seed 
in my house, neither cheese or butter, and you may guess about the 
meat. (And we too the same.) You all know how I am placed; 
I needn't tell you. (We are almost alike.) All I have to say is, 
“ Мау God who rules the heart of our good Queen, and also the 
hearts of our rulers, turn their hearts to some feeling for our suffer- 
ings. 50 that they may take us out of our distress and hunger by re- 
pealing the corn laws, if that will do us any good.” 


With respect to the piety of this appeal, we gladly declare it to 
be a good sign when the poor pray; and as Heaven will surely 
watch them, so it is an infallible curse upon their rulers, if their 
prayers get no heed on earth. But with regard to the Corn Laws, 
see how the mockery of that agitation is exposed by this ignorant 
labourer, in the very sincerity of his soul. See how he confirms 
the assertion we have deemed it our duty to make — that the poor 
do not know, and do not ask the question of free trade, or any 
other merely political question to be obtruded upon their want. 
The Leaguer shouts to the poor man that free-trade will feed 
him ; and he answers with a prayer that our rulers will repeal the 
Corn Laws, “ if that will do us any good.” Не cannot tell, he does 
not know how far he may trust to the Leaguers’ wisdom ; he is 
told that cheap bread shall be his portion; he is “ in distress and 
hunger,” and while the wishes of his heart are undefined because 
of his ignorance, he is ready for the experiment of corn law re- 
peal, or aay other legislation that will “ do him good.” 

So there is no getting over the truth, that the poor want legisla- 
tion ; and it will be indeed wise if their rulers direct their energies 
to that humanising end. To give them “а fair day’s wages for a 
fair day’s work,” is what we should try to accomplish; but if the 
evils of commercial predominance — the dread suspense in which 
the interests of the soil are trembling — the cold curse of the cur- 
rency, and other contingent miseries of selfish and heartless 
policy, render that great good impossible of achieval, then the 
next thing we can do for the labouring poor, after we have 
taken from their masters the power to pay them fairly, is to help 
them in a national spirit ail the nation through. 

It was the beautiful design of the great Elizabeth — she who 
had statesmen wisest, warriors bravest, and poets most immortal 
among the men who have put its mantle of grandeur upon the 
world — that England should hold no starving man. "То that end 
her mightiest law of brotherhood was framed; and though after- 
time corrupted that holy statute for the poor, it still held charity 
and virtue and loveliness in its spirit, until Мдммох struck it into 
ruin and left its memories only among the broken hearts of the 

peasantry of our native land! Those poor men and women, 
agriculturists, who met among the Hampshire hills and amid the 
glare of torches, told at night, after their day of almost fruitless 
toiling, their tale of famine and despair, do not want to go to the 
gaunt prisons which you have built for them when they have 
grown to starve at home. Give them aid and not a jail, shelter 
their wint under something more human than an iron workhouse, 
take away your Elizabethan architecture and give them the 
Elizabethan law, instead of in-door cruelty extend to them out- 
door relief, make up to them the difference between comparative 
comfort aud starvation, until your justice and your wisdom shall 
devise some permanent means of increasing the prosperity of the 
people, and providing them with content and food.

THANKS то THE INDIAN ARMy.—The Earl of Ripon moved the thanks of 
their Lordships to the Governor-General, the Commander-in-Chief, and 
ths officers and men concerned ір the late splendid victories jat Moodkee 
and Ғегегезһаһ.--Тһе Marquis о” Lanspowng, in seconding the resolution, 
eulogised the bravery of the troops.—The Duke of WELLINGTON also gave his 
unqual'fied praise to all concerned in these victories. The resolutions were 
unanimously agreed to. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Мг. Hitpyarp took the oaths and his seat for South Nottinghamshire, in the 
room of Lord Lincoln. 

A rather long discussion took place respecting an alleged forgery of signatures 
to a petition from Cheltenham upon the subject of the corn laws, and a motion 
was made for a committee to inquire into the matter. | Мг.МЕуриСАТЕ said 
that the Anti-Corn-Law League had violated the privileges of the House in re- 
gard to anti-corn-law petitions, and moved an instruction to the committee to 
Inquire into this subject also.—Mr. FERRAND supported this view of the case, 
and nentionet the manner in which signatures to the London petition had been 
obtained сп London Bridge. Boys and chudren signed their names three times 
over. Under these circumstances, Mr. Ferrand moved that the committee should 
іпд tire generally into the means adopted by the League to procure signatures to 
anu-cora-law petitions. Ultimately the committee was appointed, but the 
amendment was wi:hdrawn. 

Sir В. PEEL moved а vote of thanks to the army in India, similar to that agreed 
toby the House of Lords ; and the vote was unanimously agreed to. 

Tue House having resolved iuto committee on the customs and corn ,laws, 
Mr. Упллиня moved the amendment of which he had given notice, to the 
effect that alt duty for the mere purchase of potatoes should immediately cease. 

This proposition led to an extended discussion, when the chairman reported 
progress. House adjourned.

Corn Laws.—The Earl of HARDWICKE presented several petitions from places 
іп Cambridgeshire — а county that, he said, had, since 1838, made more agri- 
cvltural progress than any other county in England, praying their Lordships to 
reject the measure proposed by the Government, and to continue the protection 
ef the present laws. If their Lordships did their duty, they would reject it as 
zoon Аг it mace its appearance before them. — The Duke of RicuMmonp, іп 
hearti!y supporting the prayer of the petition, stated that he was not at all sur- 
prised at the majority which the Government had obtained. It was only 97. 
All the placemen voted. There were in Government many offices vacant, and 
every man who was looking out for an office voted for the Goverament. Indeed, 
he was surprised at the smallness of the majority when all these circumstances 
were taken into consideration. It was asked what would be the use of an ароса! 
to the country ? The use of it would be to turn out of Parliament every one of 
those 97 deserters — the whole of those 110 who followed Sir В. Peel -~ men who 
would have abandoned the army — who wouid have ran away in India as they 
had ran away from their pledges. These were the men who had swamped the 
honest opinions of the House of Commons. — LordtKrnnatrp and the Karl of 
Wick Low defended the proceedings of the League; and Lord BROUGHAM de- 
nounced their proceedings as unconstitutional, although, as a body, they were 
legally associated.— The Marquis of SaLtsgury also presented а beap of petitions 
from ‘places іп Bedfordshire, in favour of protection, which he cordially sup- 

orted. 
$ ‘TRANSPORTATION. — The Marquis of Lanspowne presented a petition from 
certain settlers in Van Diemen’s Land, complaining of the great number of con- 
victs, quite disproportionate to the number of free emigrants sent out to that 
colony, by which a vast iucrease of crime was occasioned. The Noble Marquis 
requested the attention of the Government to the subject of our whole convict 
system.—Lord SranLEY pointed out the difficulty and danger of establishing any 
new convict system without the matureast reilection. Це assured {Бег Lordships 
that no subject had been more anxiously considered by the members of her Ma- 
jests’s Government and himself than the present question. They had taken 
every steo within their power to relieve the financial difficulties of the eolonies, 
pnd to improve the social and moral system of the convicts, a great portion of 


which depended upon their admixture with a free 


population, and the contiguity 
to some other country might be made available. He would be slow to speak in 
other but respectful terms of the motives which had actuated the petitioners, 
but he could not help saying that they had attributed much of what they had 
complained of rather to the presence of convicts among them than to the true 
cause, namely, the financial position of Van Юіетеп‘ѕ Land.— After ап in- 
teresting conversation between the Duke of Втснмомо, Lord LYTTELTON, Earl 
Grey, and the Bishop of Oxrorp, the petition was ordered to lie on the table. 

The Drainage (Ireland) Bill was read a third time and passed ; and the Game 
Laws (Lord Dacre’s) Bill passed through committee. — Their Lordships ad- 
journed to Thursday. ` 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Tue LEAGUE AND THE REGISTRATION.—Mr. NEWDEGATE brought under the 
notice of the House the conduct of the League in the county of Warwickshire, 
in interfering with the election franchise, by means of getting up forged objec- 
tions to persons on the register. The Hon. Member stated, that in one parish 
not less than 700 objections had been served, and that 30,000 notices of objection 
had been posted at Manchester. He added, that almost all the objections had 
failed ; and he would be able to prove that the men who had appeared in the 
registration courts in support of the objections, Acland, Morris, and others, had 
been paid agenis of the Anti-Corn-Law League. Мг. Newdegate moved — 
“ That it be an instruction to the select committee on the petition from Chel 
tenham, that they do inquire whether forged objections have not been served 
uron certain electors for the north division of the county of Warwick, against 
the claims of the said electors to be retained upon the register of the said divi- 
sion of the said county.” A discussion, in which a great many Honourable 
Members took part, followed; they all admitted that the practices complained of 
required some remedy; they charged ea-h other with making use of vexatious 
objections to suit their political purposes; and they suggested a variety ot modes 
of abating the annoyances complained of, the principal means recommended 
being the introduction of a bill to amend the law ofregistration. Mr. Newdegate 
withdrew his motion. 

ADJOURNED DEBATE.— The House went into committee on customs ‘and corn 
importation, and the adjourned debate, upon Mr. Villiers’s amendment to the 
first resolution—viz. “ That all duties on imported corn do now cease and de- 
termine,” was resumed by Мг. G. Bankes. Не denied that a fair construction 
had been put upon Mr. Miles’s expression when he said that immediate repeal 
would be better than a delay of three years. Не meant that if the repeal of the 
corn laws were inevitable, immediate repeal might be preferable; but tbefore 
three years, an appeal to the country must be had, aud the question could not 
be fairly settled until after that appeal had been made.—Mr. LIDDELL, Мг. 
Fincu, Mr. Bortuwick, Sir Т. ACLAND, Lord G. BENTINCK, the Karl of Marcu, 
Mr. Hupson, Colonel SIBTHORPE, aud Мг. NEWDEGATE opposed the amenement 
on the principle of protection. Lord GEORGE Вемтімск explained the reasons 
why the country party should vote against the proposal for immediate repeal. If 
there were but the alternative of immediate repeal, or repeal at the end of three 
years, some Honourable Members might think that it would be better to have 
the worst at once; but it was not во certain that the measure proposed by the 
Government would be carried. Lord John Russell had himself admitted that 
he could not have carried a similar measure ; and if a dissolution of Pariiament 
took place, which must necessarily occur before the three years expired, gentic- 
men might be returned of the same mind as that professed by the members re- 
turned in 1841. We have received a check, exclaimed Lord George Bentinck, 
but we are not half beaten yet. Napoleon once said that the English army did 
not know when it was beaten; soit is with the ranks of protection. We will 
fight from pillar to post, and, though we will not be defeated to night because 
to night we wiil vote with her Majesty’s Ministers; should we be again in a 
minority we will retreat again, and agaiun rally our forces, and before we yield we 
will drive her Majesty’s Ministers to recur again to her Majesty’s people. Мг. 
Hume, Mr, Оомсомве, and Mr. WAKLEY opposed the amendment, and rated 
Mr. Villiers and his friends for endeavouring to divide the free trade party.—Mr. 
Моғғат, Mr. Warp, and Mr. Соврем supporied the amendment.—Mr. COBDEN 
gently chided Mr. Bright for having on tne previous night threatened renewed 
agitation after the ministeriai measure would be carried. Тһе Hon. Member 
also admitted the possibility of Sir R. Peel's being turned out of cflice before his 
free trade scheme could be passed into law. Indeed, he did not know whether 
the Right Hon. Baronet’s tenure of office would last six weeks or not. It was, 
therefore, because he foresaw danger to the Government and to the Measure, 
that he wished to stand well with the country, and to register his vote сопвіз- 
tently for total and immediate repeal of the corn laws.—Mr. VILLIERS shortly 
replied, and the committee divided—

REFORMATION OF FEMALE PRISONERS. — An important step towards providing 
the means of reformation to prisoners after their discharge from confinement, 
has just been made by the ladies of this town, and the example is worthy of imi- 
tation in every locality throughout the kingdom. Their exertions are limited to 
their own sex, and the preliminary arrangements have the advantage of extreme 
simplicity, ostentation being disregarded in their aim at practical utility. Asa 
temporary refuge for discharged prisoners, two decent rooms have been engaged 
in Buckingham Street, at a very moderate rent. These rooms have been fur- 
nished in -a homely manner; anda worthy couple who live close by, have en- 
gaged to give their gratuitous personal oversight. A few ladies have consented 
to iake the individuals whom the institution is intended to benefit undef their 
care, consulting with them as to their more permanent lodging, &c., and assist- 
ing them to procure a few articles of clothing, and giving them such advice as 
may appear to be required. ‘The proprietors of some of the factories in the town 
and neighbourhood have kindly agreed to receive into their employment such of 
liberated prisoners as may be recommended ty the ladies, whenever they have 
vacancies in the establishment. Three of the town missionaries have proffered 
their services for visiting and imparting religious iostruction. ‘They also pro- 
pose to deliver а weekly lec:ure to the women, and such of their fellow work- 
people as may be inclined to attend. A matronly female has been engaged to 
meet the discharged prisoners at the gates of the gaol, and conduct them to the 
refuge, or other decent lodgings betore their old associates have the opportunity 
of again leading them astray. It is understood that the benefit of this provision 
will be restricted to those females who, in consequence of a course of good con- 
duct, shall be recommended by the visiting ladies or officers of the gaol. They 
will also be required to abstain entirely from intoxicating liquors, and regularly 
to attend some place of worship on the Sabbath. The governor and chaplain of 
the gaol at Newcastle, and also the corresponding committee of the London So- 
ciety for the Reformation of Female Prisoners, һауе expressed their cordial con- 
eurrence in these arrangements, which, it is hoped, will be atteuded with satis- 
factory results. — Neweasile Journal, ; i

THE LATE EXPLOSION ON THE SOUTH-EASTERN 
RAILWAY. 


The painful interest excited by the lamentable loss of life follow- 
ing the great gunpowder explosion on the jine of railway between 
Foikestone and Dover, and the fears which it has excited in the 
public mind of the possible exposure of trains to similar casual- 


ties, have induced us to subjoin the following history of the works on 
that portion of the railway, which will at once show the public the 


necessity for using so destructive an agent in the work of excavation, 


and disabuse it of those fears which invariably attach to mysteries 


which are not explained. Gunpowder was used in blasting the rocks 


on the line of the railway, and the exploded portions which occasioned 
the accident were certain remainders of the stock formerly used, and 


which waited shipment on a convenient o»portu nity. 
The energy displayed by the South-Eastern Railway Company 


in the formation of this portion of their line was acknowledged by 


the Cinque Ports corporations in a banquet given by them to cele- 
brate its completion, On that occasion, amongst the various mottoes 
which decorated the apartments used for the festival, was the follow- 
ing — “ The Homage of Dover to Energy and Talent;” and seldom 
has tribute of respect been more justly bestowed, for works of greater 
extent or more extraordinary character than those which the line 
exhibits have rarely been undertaken. 

Оп leaving the vale of Folkestone, the railway, taking a northerly 


direction, enters, by the Folkestone tunnel, the flank of that mag- 


nificent range of chalk hills which we have so often admired in our 


rambles, and which extends from Portsmouth through the southern 


counties to the sea between the South Foreland and the town of 
Folkestone, where it forms a bold escarpment about twelve miles in 
length, and varying in height from 200 to 600 feet. Along the first 
seven miles of this precipitous and lofty line the railway has been 
carried; and this has been done by tunneling three of the larger 
headlands, blowing the smaller ones into the sea, carrying a sea-wall 


оп the “ unnumbered idle pebbles,” which lie at the feet of others, 
and hewing immense cuttings through the slips and dislocations of 


the more chaotic masses; all of which have been accomplished with 
great apparent ease, though in the face of enormous and varied diffi- 
culties, by means of the irresistible power of scientific skill aided by 


ample capital. 


‘The Folkestone tunnel is 765 yards in length, with an inclination 
of about 1 foot in 264, which is that of the rest of the line to Dover. 
For the most part the chalk through which it is pierced is very 
“ shingly” in its character, wet, and a good deal mixed with a debris 
of blue clay and other argillaceous substances. The cutting of the 
tunnel was consequently a work of much difficulty, and there was а 
constant struggle with springs and noxious vapours. Nothing of 
any greater geological interest was found during this or the succeed- 
ing excavations than lumps of pyrites, sold by the labourers as 
“ potato stones” or “diamond nutmegs,” and preserved by the 
peasants of the neighbourhood as mantel-piece ornaments or cabalistic 
wonders. The interior, or “ bore,” of the tunnel is now well bricked; 
itis ventilated by several draught-towers, and the roof is drained 
throughout by sheets of fluted zinc bent to the shape of the arch, 
each flute of the zinc acting as a gutter to carry off the drip. By this 
means passengers are effectually protected against wet, and the road- 
way of the tunnel is kept perfectly dry. 

On Jeaving the tunnel, the line enters the great cutting known as 
“the Warren” — а romantic undercliff of about two miles length, 
runnin, parallel with the sweep of East Weir Вау. Perhaps no 
more wonderful scene of wild natural beauty, in connection with sv 
imposing a display of industrial enterprise, is to be seen in the world 
than the Warren presents, viewed from the summit of the Folkestone 
tunnel, a point which is reached by a precipitous sheep-walk from 
the “No. 1. Martello,” north of the harbour. Beneath the eye, at 
the base of a line of cliffs 500 or 600 feet in height, lies a belt of 
smaller cliffs, each one broken from its fellow, and occasionally tum- 
bled one upon another in confused groups. Through this rocky 
wilderness the road is cut to a depth of about 100 feet. The bottom 
is a firm dry rock; the sides are inclined at an angle of seventy 
degrees, and are “as smooth as a deal board.” The colouring of the 
scene is of striking beauty. The chalk, stained Бу impregnations of 
iron, presents a blended picture of bright red and yellowish tints, 
alternating with white, and relieved in their seasons by patches of 
marestail ( Equisetum palustre), thrift (Statice armeria}, the sea sun- 
flower ( Cistus, helianthemum), and some other marine plants of florid 
character. During the calms of summer, also, the serene silence 
which ordinarily rests upon a seaside landscape seems to become 
more intense here by the contrast furnisbed in the abrupt passage of 
а train, which, as it pursues its rapid course, sends a thousand rever- 
berating thunders through the adjacent hills, and then subsides to 
stillness more suddenly than even the lazy flight of the choughs and 
crows, which, for a moment scared from their nests, wheel а hasty 
circle in the midway air, and straightway drop to rest again. 

After passing the Warren, the line enters the Abbot’s Cliff tunnel, 
a stupendous work 1857 yards in length, cut through chalk of so 
compact a structure as almost to rival limestone in hardness, This 
tunnel is nearly 600 feet below the top of the cliffs, about 12 feet 
above high-water mark, and 150 feet from the sea. It is partly 
bricked, and is well drained, and ventilated by side galleries opening 
in the face of the cliff. 

On emerging from the tunnel, the sea wall is reached. This is a 
structure of concrete, built on the spreading and partially submerged 
feet of the cliffs, which, from the tunnel-mcuth to Shakspeare’s Cliff, 
have, with five or six exceptions, an inclination inland of some 20 
feet or more, forming an irregular bay. Across this rugevd and un- 
equal bottom a surface had to be cleared, and a superstructure reared 
sufliciently strong to resist the action of the waves, high enough to 
be beyond the reach of the spray, and at a point so far removed from 
the actual face of the cliff as to be beyond the reach of falling chalk, 
which, after wet and frosty seasons, sometimes slips from the super- 
ficial layers. In effecting these objects, obstacles of the most extra- 
ordinary and apparently insuperable character have been overcome. 
Several cliffs were found to project so much on the course of the 
line, and others were discovered to be so loose in their composition, 
that it became necessary to remove them altogether. ‘This was ac- 
complished іп the case of the Roundown Cliff—a noble head- 
land — and some others, by charges of gunpowder fired by galvanic 
action. Here, then, where billows roared, and the restless /исі 
scarcely found a point to fix their fibres upon, a road —a “ pleasure 
line” — has been formed, as clear, as dry, and as safe as any old-esta- 
blished turnpike-road in the neighbourhood. 

The sea-wall conducts the line for a mile to the southern face of 
Shakspeare’s Cliff, whose mighty mass, abutting in a huge promon- 
tory on the sea, seemed to forbid all farther progress in that direc- 
tion, Its substance, too—such was the nature of its chalk—was 
found to be opposed to ordinary tunnelling operations: its texture 
was “ crumbly 5” its mass was cut up by slips and fissures; and the 
whole mountain was devoid of those girders of flint which in ordi- 
nary cases bind the great chalk formations together. What, then,

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It may be naturally concluded that the Falls of Niagara must act 
as a barrier to communication by the means of the river. It was on 
this account that the Welland Canal was formed on the Canadian 
side. This canal takes its name from the adjacent river, which was 
formerly called the Chippewa. It is forty-one miles in length, fifty- 
six wide, and the depth of water eight feet; the summit level is 330 
feet; the number of locks is thirty-seven—twenty-two feet wide and 
one hundred feet in length. It cost upwards of 500,000/., and has 
since incurred further expense by improvements. 

At the time of war with the United States, in 1814, the river 
Niagara was the arena of many gallant naval exploits under Sir 
James Lucas Yeo, when; our troops bravely repelled attempts at 
invasion. 

THE ICE LAKES IN ROCKLAND. 


Since ice has become an article of commerce, great саге has been 
taken of its mode of preparation for the markets, which employs a 
reat number of hands. Considerable quantities are imported into 
ngland from Norway and Sweden; but the finest comes from 
Wenham Lake, near} Boston, іп the Uni.ed States; anda company, 
calling themselves the, Wenham Lake Ice Company, have established 
themselves in London, and we believe with considerable success, as 
the ice procured is much superior in thickness, clearness, and purity 
to that in general use. Rockland, in the county of New York, and 
bordering upon Canada, has also its lake, from which many 
thousand tons are annually exported. In the “ Pictorial Times” of 
January 4th last year we published a brief history of the mode of 
collecting and storing the ice at home, as well as the cause of in- 
creased demand for consumption. It is a cheap luxury, which even 
the poor have found essential to their enjoyments, and the wealthy 
look upon it as an indispensable requisite to the indulgence of the 
table. Fish, fruit, meat, and many other necessaries of life are pre- 
served in ice, and the Wenham Lake Company have provided large 
cases for that express purpose.

The manner of preparing the ice for market is curious and in- 
teresting. The instruments employed are a marker, which is drawn 
over the plane of ice to divide it into squares; an ice plough, to form 
furrows; a splitting bar to Separate the block ; an ice saw, similar to 
that used for timber ; and ап ice hook, by which the brittle ware is 
caught up to the platform. After the removal from the water it is 
stored in houses with double walls, the interstices between the two 
walls being filled up with saw-dust to exclude the external air. In 
England the ice was formerly stored in wells underground, from 80 
to 120 feet in depth; the mouth of only small dimensions, and 
covered with blankets. Latterly, however, the importations have 
been stocked in wooden buildings, merely sheltered by straw casings, 
and the melting away has been found to be trifling. There are 
several houses of this kind upon the banks of the Surrey Canal, at 
Deptford. The wells are in the neighbourhood of the Regent's 
Park, and are capable of containing several thousand tons. One in 
Little Albany Street, belonging to Messrs. Lechfield, may serve as 
a sample of the rest.

From the official statement of the exports and imports of great 
Britain to the different parts of the world for the year 1843, to 
which we have alluded, we find that the whole weight of cotton 
yarn and goods exported from Great Britain annually is 120,000 
tons, and the value 23,500,000. 

It follows, then, that one half the tonnage employed in carrying 
the West Indian exports (value 2,882,441/.) would be sufficient to 
carry the whole cotton export trade of this country; and as re- 
gards the North American trade, one seventh of its tonnage would 
be sufficient to carry all that cotton trade about which Mr. Cob- 
den has made such a noise, but whose real and great intrinsic 
importance to the empire no agriculturist nor colonist has ever 
shown any disposition to undervalue that we are aware of. 

We cannot better finish off this statement than by repeating 
that, while the trade of British America and the West Indies, 
stated in 1843 to be only 14,000,000/., employs 2900 ships of 
970,000 tons, and 60,000 seamen, our trade with the United 
States, estimated at 22,000,000/., is carried in 350 ships, of 233,000 
tons; and that from China, amounting to 5,000,000. is brought 
in 84 ships of 39,712 tons. 

In conclusion, we would refer to a statement of the trade 
value of colonial as compared to foreign trade, merely remark- 
ing that it were a great value in our eyes, did no other differ- 
ence show itself, than that the profits of the former, whatever these 
may be, remain in and aggrandize the empire, generally coming 
home to be spent in the mother country. 

And when we coolly reflect on the facts of this case, we cannot 
attribute it to any cause but a most morbid excitement of mind, 


leading him to overlook not only his own interests and peace of

Making the proposed army to consist of 42,480 men, with 140 pieces of ordnance 
of all sizes. There are also 21 mortars of various sizes under dispatch from 
Delhi to-day. 

This army is formed into five divisions of infantry and four brigades of cavarly, 
with a large brigade staff. The cavalry is commanded by Major-General Sir J. 
Thackwell; and the infantry divisions by Major-Generals Sir H. G. Smith, W. 
К. Gilbert, Sir R. H. Dick, Sir J. H. Littler, and Sir J. Grey. 

From the 22d of December, when the victory was won by the British at 
Ferozeshah, up to the middle of January, both parties appeared to be preparing 
for the approaching struggle on the right bank of the Sutlej. The governor- 
general remained at Ferozepore, engaged in raising the bridge of boars, and in 
making preparations for the crossing of the river by the British army. The 
boats, which had been sunk, were found to be somewhat injured, and time was 
required for their repair. The crossing of the river was expected about the 4th 
or Gth of February, when the heavy guns, which had Jeft Delhi on the 10th of 
January, “ere expected to have reached the camp. 

Sir J. Littler’s division was stationed at Attaree, about seven miles from 
Ferozepore ; the head-quarters.of the commander-iao-chief were at Aruffkee, 
twelve miles thence; and Sir Harry Smith’s force was in advance of the others, 
not far from Hurreeke Pattun, which is one of the great fords of the Sutlej. 

In the meantime the Lahore government was making every effort to reorganise 
its army. Several attempts had been made in different places to cross the river. 
A strong force was collected at Phulloor, opposite to Loodianah. ‘This force 
was independent of the grand Sikh army stationed on the way trom Hurreeke 
ghat to Lahore and its neighbourhood, with the object of protecting the capital. 

Some skirmishing took place near the Sikh bridge cf boats on tne 13th, 14th, 
and 15th of January, without auy remarkable effect. Оп the 15th the Sikhs 
came over the river at Pnulloor, plundered the neighbourhood, and pitched a 
camp on the left bank, in the British territory. On the following days they made 
some further advances, and entrenched themselves near a nulla. Sir H. Smith 
moved his brigade up the Sutlej, driving the enemy before him until the 215, in 
the morning, when he came upon one of the fortified positions of the enemy, 
which fired grape shot amongst the British troops. Some of the native troops 
are said to have thrown down their arms, and to have fled, leaving the Europeans 
to bear the brunt of the battle. Нег Majesty’s 53d and 3186 were engaged, and 
аге said to have suffered severely ; but they demanded to be led anew to the fight, 
which Sir H. Smith did not deem ic prudent to do, and therefore withdrew the 
troops. The “ Agra ОКБаг” construes the retirement into a defeat; while the 
“ Delhi Gazette” states, that heavy firing was heard іп the direction of Loodianah 
during the whole of the afternoon of that day. Nothing positive appears to have 
been known as to the results of that day when the mails were leaving Bombay, 

The preparations of the governor-general at Ferozepcre appear to be of an 
efficient kind, and it was supposed that the British army would move over the 
Sutlej, and before the hot weather set in, in April, take possession of Lahore, 
the Sikh capital, which is not fifty miles from the Sutiej. There is said to be 
considerable disunion amongst the Sikh chiefs, many of whom have made pro- 
positions to the British authorities, declaring their willingness to join the British 
standard as soon as it appeared on the right bank of that river. It was supposed 
that the Sikh troops would try another battle before they would allow their 
capital to be taken. p ; 

The gallant conqueror of Sinde, Sir Charles Napier, was again іп the field, and, 
at the head of about 15,000 Bombay and 5000 Bengal troops, was expected to 
cause a powerful diversion, by proceeding to attack and to conquer Moultan and 
the southern provinces of the Sikh dominions. The very name of Sir Charles 
Napier infuses dread among the native inhabitants of the banks of the Indus and 
of the five rivers of the Punjaub: he is called by them Sheitanka bhaee, “һе 
devil’s brother.” His troops expected to be in movement towards the enemy’s 
frontiers on the 16th of February.

After the presentation of petitions, the Earl of St. Germans moved the com. 
mittee on the Irish Pacification Bill, and explained the nature of various amenda 
ments which it was intended to propose in committee ; among these was one 
limiting the duration of the act to five years. With regard to the amendment 
proposed by Earl Grey he could not consent to it. The punishment of all others 
most dreaded by the Irish was transportation, and one example of summary 
transportation would produce more effect than many examples of imprisonment ; 
and it should be remembered that they were now about to apply an extraordinary 
remedy to our extraordinary state of things. ‘They could not detect criminals, 
and, therefore, they were bound to prevent crime by preventing persons being 
abroad after nightfall. Тһе Noble Karl then quoted the opinion of Мг. O’Con- 
nell in 1834, as to the necessity of some law to prevent persons being out after 
nightfall. The object was, to get at those concerning whose guilt there could be 
no moral doubt, but against whom persons refused to give evidence. Besides, 
the power of awarding punishment was left to the judge, and it was impossible to 
doubt that he would exercise a proper discretion. He believed that nothing 
short of the proposed measure would meet the exigencies of the case, and ha 
knew that several persons connected with Ireland considered that it did not go 


far enough.

stead. The note has Ив advantage in costing the lender little, for he 
does not, in fact, deal in real value, but in credit, his profits consist- 
ing іп the excess of interest derived from the notes һе has issued. 
Banking establishments for the issue of notes, and for taking care of 
other people’s money, have existed in this country since the latter 
part of the seventeenth century. It was in the year 1694 that the 
Bank of England was founded, and it has long been the greatest bank 
of deposit and circulation in the world. It originated in a public 
loan of 1,200,000/., for which the subscribers were to receive eight 
per cent. interest, and 4000/. per annum for defraying the expences 
of management; and thus a banking company was incorporated, de- 
nominated the Governor and Company of the Bank of England. ў 
In 1826 the system of joint stock banks was adopted, on the prin- 
ciple of having more than six partners in each. Each опе has, on an 
average, five or six branches, and as these branches engage in various 
sorts of business, and enjoy the same credit as the parent establish- 
ment, they are frequently like so many distinct banks, So that in- 
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re tent 2; 


stead of 104, there were in reality 500 joint stock banking companies 
in 1836. There are at this time many more than 1000 joint banking 
establishments in England and Wales, of which from one half to two 
thirds issue notes. 

In 1832 the London and Westminster Joint Stock Bank was pro- 

jected, and it commenced business in 
March 1834. Solicitous to obtain 
the services of a gentleman of cha- 
racter and experience as а practi- 
cal banker, and thus to inspire con- 
fidence in the establishment, they 
offered the chief managership to Mr. 
J. W. Gilbart, then engaged in the 
Provincial Bank of Ireland. Inada 
dition to being particularly acquainted 
with the banking business, he had 
occupied posts in the sister country, 
which demanded the exercise of 
singular ability, and that to the entire 
satisfaction of the various parties con- 
cerned. A knowledge of these cir- 
cumstances led to proposals being 
made him; these were accepted, and 
he entered at once on the discharge 
of his duties. These speedily became 
arduous іп no common degree. Hi- 
therto the City of London had pos- 
sessed private banks only, which nei- 
ther interfered with the Bank of 
England, nor threatened the profits 
of other competitors in business, ex- 
cept by the rivalry usual in commer- 
cial dealings. But now both parties 
were alarmed, and they alike deter- 
mined to oppose every possible ob- 
stacle to the success of the new 
establishment. Not only were all 
the means at once available em ployed, 
but legal proceedings were adopred, 
and even the powers of Parliament 
were tried for this purpose. The 
honour of overcoming these various 
and formidable difficulties is due to 
the skill and energy of Mr. Gilbart. 
He introduced a system of manage- 
ment by which the various objections 
that might have been urged against 
the joint stock mode of banking, if 
allowed to form part of London 
business without sufficient precau- 
tions, were obviated, It had been 
previously almost the exclusive privi- 
lege of the rich in London to keepa 
banker, but now the middle classes 
enjoyed the advantages of so doing. 
And thus, while the success of the 
establishment was secured, its bene- 
fits were widely distributed. 

In his examination before the Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons on 
bank issues in 1840, he rendered great 
service to joint stock banks in gene- 
ral; he showed that the country and 
the bank circulation are entirely dis- 
tinct from each other, and that any 
attempt to control the one by refer- 
ence to the other would be unreason- 
able, and at the same time injurious. 

In his evidence he says :— 


The general conclusion I would draw is, 
that the Bank of England is governed by 
certain laws which do not apply to the 
country circulation ; that the country cir- 
culation of England is also governed by 
laws peculiar to itself; that the circulation of Ireland is also governed by laws 
peculiar to itself; that the circulation of Scotland is also governed by laws pecu- 
liar to itself ; that those respective circulations аге all governed by uniform laws, 
as is shown by their arriving at nearly the same point at the same period of the 
year; and therefore that you cannot introduce any system by which all those 
various circulations, governed by different laws, can be amalgamated into one 
system ; that such a system would be at variance with itself, and would tend to 
destroy that beautiful system of country banking which now exists іп this coun- 
try ; a system which has tended very much to the Prosperity of this country, 
which, by receiving the surplus capital of different districts, and giving out that 
capital for the encouragement of trade, calls forth all the natural resources of the 
country, and puts into motion the industry of the nation, and at the same time 
supplies a circulation which expands and contracts in each district according as it 
is required by the trade or agriculture of the district. These expansions or соп- 
tractions take place at different periods of the year in different districts ; the cir- 
culation expands when the wants of trade require it, and when no longer wanted 
it again returns ; and I think this beautiful system, in the language of the resolu- 
tions passed by the deputies from the joint stock banks, “ has greatly promoted 
the agriculture, trade, mining, and general industry of the nation, and that equal 
advantages cannot be produced by one bank of issue.” 


It may be mentioned that amidst the various and onerous en- 
gagements, to which we have alluded, Mr. Gilbart has found time 
tor the preparation of many valuable works on banking and the сиг- 
rency, which are characterised by the ability which might be antici- 
pated from his long-tried sagacity and extensive experience. It is 
gratifying to add— not only from the acknowledgment it affords of 
his personal services, but for the encouragement which such cir- 
cumstances yield to enlightened and honourable exertion — that Mr. 
Gilbart was presented on Wednesday evening with a service of plate, 
accompanied by the following address ; — 


These articles I have now the pleasure of handing to you, respectfully begging 
however inadequate, of the appreciation in 
which your efforts and services in this important field of labour have been held, 
been energetically and successfully applied, not 
only in negotiations with the Government during the progress of the recent cur- 
rency (measures through Parliament, but on every occasion where you could 
render service in consolidating the foundations, or giving free scope for the ех. 
ercise of the legitimate functions of sound banking establishments. 
Your literary labours on the subject of banking and the currency are too well

LAW. 


Vick-CHANCELLOR’s CourT.—DuncomBE у. Levy.—Mr. Bethell with whom 
was Mr. Hallett, showed cause against dissolving an injunction in thiscase. Ac- 
cording to the statements in the bill, Mr. Thomas Duncombe, M.P. for Fins- 
bury, in 1841 gave the ;defendant, Lawrence Levy, his bill for 13467. 12s. 6d., 
accepted by Miss Slingsby. Tire bill was not paid when it arrived at maturity, 
and Mr. Duncombe subsequently received a letter of license from the defendant 
and other creditors, till May, 1846, for payment of instalments on that and other 
debts, the defendant having in the mean time recovered judgment against him. 
‘The letter of license contained the usual clause that the letter should operate as 
a release in case any proceedings should be taken by any creditor in breach of 
the license. The bill then alleged that the defendant had lately, in breach of his 
agreement, issued execution upon the judgment for the 13467. 12s. 6d., and in- 
terest and costs, and it therefore prayed a declaration that the debt was, in con- 
sequence, released from the operation of the letter of license. In reply to this 
case, the defendant’s answer stated that besides the debt mentioned in the bill, 
Mr. Duncombe owed the defendant another debt of 1276/. 25. 6d., upon which 
judgment had been obtained, and to which the letter of license did not apply. 
Upon that debt the defendant had instructed Mr. Charles Lewis, his solicitor, to 
issue execution; but Mr. Lewis’s clerk, it seemed, made a mistake, and issued 
the execution on the other judgment, and the execution was consequently set 
aside by a judge’s order, as issued by mistake, The defendant, therefore, relied 
on the mistake as an answer to the present case. 

His honour (the vice-chancellor) said he was bound upon the answer to hold 
that the execution had issued by mistake. Тһе court relieves against mistakes. 
The plaintiff asked him to act as И the thing had been done deliberately ; but if 
the answer were to be believed, that was not the case. He should therefore dis- 
solve the injunction. 

Court оғ Bankruptcy.—IN ВЕ Sır JoHN Ross, KniGut.—The bankrupt іп 
this case, the weil-known and celebrated voyager to the North Pole, came up to- 
day for his adjourned examination, and choice of assignees. His debts and lia- 
bilities аге about 10,000/., and good debts 785/., and property 754. There із 
a sword presented to him by the King of Sweden, and a snuff-box by the cor- 
poration of London, inclosing the freedom of the city, of the value of 40/., in the 
hands of two parties, subject to a claim of 36/. There is also plate and other 
valuables, of the value of 120/., in the possession of the vice-consul of Stockholm, 
subject to a claim of 1004. He had had gold snuff-boxes presented to him, оп 
his return from the Arctic regions, by the Emperor of Russia, the Kings of 
Denmark and Holland, and the Margravine of Baden, which were converted into 
jewels for the use of Lady Ross. He has reccived thirteen wounds, for which he 
receives a pension of 1504. a year. 4201. as consul general to the court of Sweden, 
aud 228/., being the amount of his half-pay as captain іп the navy. Upon the 
application of Mr. Buchanan, who appeared as solicitor for the bankrupt, the 
cage was adjourned. ‘

ASSIZE INTELLIGENCE. 

EWCASTLE. — BELANEY У. THE WARD oF BAMborouGH. — This was а 
special jury case, the trial of which commenced yesterday, and excited consider- 
able interest, from the circumstance of the plaintiff being the individual who was 
tried and acquitted at the Central Criminal Court, before Baron Gurney, on an 
indictment charging him with the wilful murder af his wife by prussic acid. 
Some time after his acquittal Blaney returned to his residence at North Sunder- 
land, and, as our readers may remember, his house was surrounded by a mob, 
and ultimately destroyed by fire. The statute in cases where any house or other 
prorerty is destroyed by any riotous and tumultuous assembly, affords the owner 
of the property aclaim for compensation against the inhabitants of the hundred 
and wapentake, or other district of the nature of a hundred, by whatever name it 
may be denominated, in which the property was situated; and under that law 
the present action was brought. ‘The declaration stated that within three ca- 
lendar months next before the commencement of the action the dwelling house 
of plaintiff, situate at North Sunderland, in the ward of Bamborough, together 
with his furniture and books, were demolished by а riotous and tumultuous as- 
sembly of persons ; and that within seven days afterwards he appeared before 
the magistrates, and entered into recognisances to prosecute this action. The 
def: ndants pleaded several pleas; among others, that the property was not 
situate in the ward of Bamborough, that the plaintiff was not the owner of the 
property, and generally that its destruction did not take place under the circum- 
stances described. Mr. Watson and Mr. Unthank were for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Knowles and Mr. Addison for the defendants. After Mr. Watson had stated 
the case, Mr. Unthank put in various documents, showing that the action was 
commenced within the time allowed by the statute, and to prove that the pro- 
perty was situate within the ward of Bamborough, when an objection was taken 
by Mr. Knowles, that as the ward is divided into two divisions called the southern 
and northern divisions, the action shonld have been brought against the in- 
habitants of that division in which the property is situated, and’ not against the 
ward generally. Тһе court took a note of the objection, and the case proceeded. 
After hearing several of the witnesses it was adjourned till this morning. 

It appeared from the testimony of the Rev. Mr. Belaney, the brother of the 
prisoner, a servant of the name of Coulson, and others, that on the Monday be- 
fore this occurrence the plaintiff's house had been attacked by a mob, who broke 
in with stones the doors and windows. On Wednesday, the night in question, 
the noise was heard of a mob approaching from the direction of Seahouses, near 
Sunderland. The plaintiff's house was immediately invested, and a number of 
stones thrown. ‘The plaintiff, on hearing of their approach, had left the house, 
and when (һе stones were thrown the Rev. Mr. Belaney and the servant also got 
out at the back, and went towards Seahouses. Тһе Rev. Мг. Belaney applied to 
the constable there, who declined to interfere, and he then went to Sunderland 
for assistance. On his way he saw the house was on fire, and people throwing 
furniture into the flames. He came back from Sunderland, after a very short in- 
terval, with assistance, and then found the spectators trying to extinguish the 
fire. It appeared from the testimony of a person of the name of Duncan Angus, 
that the rioters, when they first came up, broke into the house, and brought out 
a light, with which they set fire to one of the windows. The house was burnt 
down, and the fire was not extinguished till the following morning. Some 
articles, including plate and china, were saved, to the amount ofabout 50/., a part 
having been previously packed up for removal. The furniture, books, china, 
and curiosities, including some ancient coins, were variously estimated by the 
witnesses. The Rev. Mr. Belaney valued the books? at about 200/. Another 
witness estimated them at about 1007. The furniture was valued at from 250/. to 
4004. It had chiefly belonged to Mrs. Skelley, Mrs. Belaney’s mother, and had 
gone from her to the daughter. 

The plaintiff, it appeared, was tenant-at-will of the house, it having been let 
to Mr. Skelley, his father-in-law, and to Mr. Robson, Mr. Skelley’s partner, who 
still survives. 

His lordship (Pattrson) held that this interest was sufficient to enable the 
plaintiif to maintain the present action for the prejudice to his occupation. 

A verdict was finally returned for the plaintiff for 110/., viz. 101. for his occu- 

ation, 85/. for the furniture, and 15/. for the books, subject to several points of 
aw which were raised in the course of the investigation. 


MURDER. 


Robert Joicey, 24, was charged with the wilful murder of his father, Robert 
Joicey, at Cockle Park, in December last. 

The prisoner із an agricultural labourer, and was last year employed at Cockle 
Park, tbe property of the Duke of Portland, residing with his family, consisting 
of a father, a mother, and a sister. Quarrels in the family were frequent and 
violent, and appear generally to have arisen out of the passionate conduct of the 
father. On Monday, Dec. 1., a small parcel arrived at Joicey’s cottage, contain- 
ing two powders—one slate-coloured, the other like snuff—having been left on 
the previous night at the Portland Arms, on the highway between Felton and 
Morpeth. The parcel contained directions as to the mode of administering the 
akan according to which old Joicey, before going to bed that night, took the 

arger and slate-coloured powder in some gin. His wife had been in bed about 
an hour and а half when she was awoke by his groans. Immediately after he 
began to vomit, and vomited incessantly until four o’clock сп the following 
morning. He was also purged and pained severely, and experienced an un- 
quenchable thirst. Оп the following Tuesday morning the prisoner fetched 
some medicine from Dr. Hedley, of Felton, which had the effect of stopping the 
vomiting, but his other symptoms continued to grow stronger aud worse. Не 
had violent pains in his stomach, convulsive hiccups, and all the other agonising 
symptoms usually found to follow the administration of metallic poison. Several 
of the neighbours went into the house at intervals, all of whom gave evidence as 
to the general features of the case. At length, оп the following Sunday night, 
the bailiff of the estate sent the prisoner for Dr. Hedley, but on the doctor’s ar- 
rival the old man was beyond the reach of human skill, and on the following even- 
ing died. A post mortem examination of the body took place, and the medical 
men, considering the appearance of the body, in conjunction with other features 
of the case, arrived at the conclusion that death had been occasioned by arsenic. 
A portion of the contents of the stomach was submitted to Marsh’s test, and a 
ШІП ace quantity of arsenic was found, but none could be found in the stomach 
tself,

To trace the crime to the prisoner, it was shown by one witness that he and 
the prisoner left Cockle Park, for Morpeth, on the evening of the 25th of Ос- 
tober, arriving there about eight o’clock. Тһе assistant to Mr. Creighton, che- 
mist, and а young man who was in the shop at the time, spoke to the prisoner 
buying four pennyworth of arsenic that evening, but they fixed the time at six 
o’clock. It was also shown that the prisoner had at various times used unnatural 
language with reference to his father — wishing his death, and so on. Again, 
after old Joicey’s death, the priscner sent for the farm steward on the estate, and, 
in the presence of his sister, fully confessed that he had poisoned his father, 
having bought arsenic for the purpose two months before at Morpeth. Withina 
few hours from this time, being about the middle of December, the prisoner 
absconded, but suspicion against him having assumed a decided form, he was 
followed and apprehended at Newcastle ; and while in the custody of the police- 
man repeated his confession in every particular, stating that he had “ done the 
deed ” in consequence of the treatment which he, his mother, and sister had sus- 
tained from his father. He also stated that a written confession was in his great 
coat pocket in the stable at Cockle Park, and that the unused portion of the 
powder was hidden under a bush on the north road ; bo.h these statements were 
found to be correct. 

Mr. Matthews then addressed the jury in behalf of the prisoner, contending 
that the case against the prisoner, however plausible, was not conclusive. 

His lordship then recapitulated the evidence to the jury at great length, and 
with much clearness. ] 

The jury, after about an hour’s consideration, found the prisoner “ Guilty,” 
but accompanied their verdict with a recommendation to mercy. 

His lordship put on the black cap, and stated that he felt unable, owing to the 
atrocity of the case, to give effect to the recommendation of the jury. Не then 
proceeded to pass the last sentence of the law, giving to the unfortunate man no 
hope of mercy. А у 

The prisoner received the sentence with the same composure which he had 
maintained throughout the proceedings, and left the dock without assistance. 


MIDDLESEX SESSIONS. — These sessions commenced on Tuesday before the 
assistant-judge (Mr. Sergeant Adams) and the usual bench of magistrates. The 
calendar contained a list of upwards of ninety prisoners, eighty of whom were 
charged with felony, and the remainder with assaults, &c. 

JUVENILE OFFENDERS. — The proceedings of every session of this court afford 
a melancholy proof of the absolute necessity of some comprehensive scheme for 
the reformation of juvenile offenders, a subject which the learned judze never 
fails to advert to, whenever any of these unfortunate beings are brought before 
him. The following case may be taken as a sample of those which are continu- 
ally brought under the notice of the court. Rh 

William Martin, a boy only twelve years of age, pleaded guilty to an indict- 
ment which charged him with having stolen fourpence halfpenny, the moneys of 
Maurice Casey. ae 5 Р 5 А 

In passing sentence on this juvenile delinquent, the learned assistant judge 
made some observations which were rather acdressed to the jury and the public 
than to the unfortunate child, whose trifling offence had made him the subject of 
a criminal prosecution. The learned judge said — What can be done with a boy 
of the tender age of the prisoner? It appears from а statement now before me 
that he lost his father seven years ago — that his mother is а washerwoman, ad- 
dicted to intemperate habits — and that a fortnight since she turned this poor 
fellow into the streets, leaving him to shift for himself in any way he could. 
She who ought to have been his protector deserted ;bim altogether. What сап 
the court do with a boy under such circumstances? If the court were to send 
him for six months to the new Westminster Bridewell, which would һе а severe 
punishment for the offence which he has committed, it was true that while in 
that prison he would, as far as that limited period would al'ow, receive a proper 
education ; but then what was to become of him when the term of his imprison- 
ment had expired? He will have no home to go to, and, as a matter of course, 
will join his former evil associates. I cannot help remarking, in reference to this 
and similar cases, that are almost daily brought before me, that this court is not 
the place to which such children ought to be sent, І do, however, hope to live to 
see the day when we shall have some public establishment erected for the recep- 
tion of these wretched children, in which, for the extended period of two, three, 
or four years, they may be placed under a proper course of instruction, and not 
only taught to read and write, but also taught scme trade, by which thev may, 
on their discharge, be enabled to obtain an honest living for the future, I think 
that the expense of such education ought partly to be defrayed by the parents of 
such children, where it is evident that they have the means of doing so; but 
where that is not the case, that portion of the expense shonld be paid by the 
parish to which the child belongs. After they have been under this course of 
instruction, there can be no doubt that they will be sent to one of the colonies at 
the expense, or partly so, of the Government. I am well aware of the ditliculties 
which the Government labours under with respect to the boys who have pre- 
viously been imprisoned at Parkhurst. ` It is not long since I received a letter 
from New Zealand, complaining of the Government having sent boys there from 
Parkhurst prison, and the only objection to the boys was thatthey had been in a 
prison. This showed the necessity of some public establishment where such boys 
can be received, who on their discharge from thence would not be subjected to 
the reproach of their having been the inmates of a jail. 1 can scarcely find it in 
my heart to send this lad to a prisen under the circumstances. The school es- 
tablished in the Westminster Bridewell is а most excellent one; but, after all, 
what is to become of the prisoner when he is discharged from there? After 
some further observations on this subject, the learned assistant judge sentenced 
the young prisoner to be confined six months in the Westminster Bridewell, and 
said that in the mean time he would see if anything could be done for him. 

Dourenia Scuroni, ап Italian, was indicted for fraudulently obtaining from 
Charles Dickens, Esq., the sum of 2/.; his monies. 

Mr. Doane stated the case on the part of the prosecution, and afterwards 
called : 

John Thompson, who stated that he was in the service of the prosecutor, and 
that in January last the prisoner came to his master’s house, in Devonshire 
Place, and produced a letter, which witness took from him and delivered to the 
prosecutor. н 

Mr. George Hogarth stated that he was present when the last witness de- 
livered the letter in question to the prosecutor, who, after having read it, made 
up a parcel, in which he enclosed two sovereigns, and which letter was after- 
wards delivered to the prisoner. 

Mr. Charles Dickens was then called. He produced the letter which the pri- 
soner had brought to his house. Jt was written in French, and purported to 
come from M. Mazzini, and requested pecuniary assistance. Witness enclosed 
two sovereigns in a parcel, together with a letter, both of which were delivered 
to the prisoner, who then went away. 

Мг. С. Mazzini stated that he had never authorised the prisoner to distribute 
his pamphlet, ог to obtain any money on his account; that the prisoner had not 
handed over to him the two sovereigns which had been paid to him by the pro- 
secutor for that purpose, or any portion of that amount; but, on the contrary, 
had called on him and requested pecuniary assistance. 

The prisoner, when called upon for his defence, stated that he had been 
directed by a foreign colonel to act as he had done; that he received the letter 
from him, and afterwards gave him the money he obtained from the prosecutor, 

Tne jury found the prisoner “ Guilty,” and the court sentenced-him to six 
months’ imprisonment and hard labour.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 


Tue Drury Lane MURDER. — Thomas William Wicks, described as а brass- 
founder, was arraigned upon an indictment charging him with having, сп the 
16th of February, made an assault upon Samuei Bostock, and a certain pistol, 
loaded with gunpowder and a leaden bullet, did feloniously discharge at and 
against hiin, thereby giving to the said Samuel Bostock a mortal wound, of which 
he then and there died. " һе circumstances under which this charge was made 
against the prisoner having been fuily detailed within the last few days, it will be 
unnecessary to repeat them. 

Baron Parke summed up the evidence, and the jury almost immediately re- 
turned a verdict of “ Guilty.” 

The learned judge then addressed the prisoner, and said that it was impossible, 
after the evidence that had been adduced, that the jury could come to any other 
conclusion than that he was guilty of the foul and terrible crime of which he had 
been accused, and it appeared to have been committed in the most calm and deli- 
berate manner. Under these circumstances it was impossible to hold out to him 
any hope of mercy, and he therefore entreated him to make the best use of the 
short time that remained to him іп this world, and endeavour to obtain pardon 
in that which was to come. The learned judge then passed the sentence of death 
in the usual form. қ 

The prisoner, who during the whole trial appeared to be quite unmoved, did 
not appear the least dismayed at the sentence, and as soon as the learned judge 
concluded, begged to be allowed to say a few words. He then said that he wished 
to thank the gentleman who defended him for his exertions ; he could see, how- 
ever, it was of no use, but still he wished to thank him. 

The prisoner then walked away from the bar with a firm step.

MARLBOROUGH STREET. ~ SINGULAR Case or Mistaken ІрЕУТІТҮ. — Mr. 
Richard Davey, of Addison Terrace, Notting Hill, was brought before Mr. 
Maltby, for further examination, charged by two persons with having obtained, 
at different times, half-a-crown and three shillings under false and fraudulent 
pretences. The ovtline of the charge is this:— 

Henry Ellis, of No. 44. Regent Street, stated that on the 27th of last January, 
the accused came into his shop, and mentioning that he was a friend of a gentle- 
man named Bunn, who had lived in the house, begged for the loan of a few 
shillings to pay his cab fare, he having come out without his purse.

This witness positively declared that the ac- 
cused was the individual who borrowed the money, and in this assertion he was 
corroborated by the apprentice. The accused declared the charge was entirely 
unfounded. He knew nothing whatever of the witness Ellis, and had never bor- 
rowed money under any pretence whatever from him. 

A second charge was then made by William Coish, in the employ of Mr. 
Garratt, of Jermyn Strect, who said the accused came into his mas- 
ter’s shop on the 29th of October last, and by means of the same false story 
about а cab, obtained three shillings from him. The accused made the same 
defence to this charge. Тһе witness was mistaken as to his person, He was not 
the person.

INFLUENCE OF RAILWAYS ON Country MARKETS. — Since Christmas, butter 
has been selling at Crewe at 15. 104. and 15. 114. per dish of one pound anda 
half—a price which the farmers in the vicinity of Crewe could not have obtained 
before the railway colony was established. Every commodity brought to the 
market, which is held on Saturday, commands a high price. Butchers’ meat is 
2d. a pound more in price at Crewe than either at Nantwich or Sandbach. — 
Macclesfield Courier. 


Enormous AMOUNT оғ CRIME. — During an inquest on Wednesday, at the 
Penitentiary, Millbank, Captain Grove, the governor, stated that within two 
years and a half they had transported from that prison upwards of eleven thou- 
sand prisoners. Of these, there were, males, 9445, and females, 1717, besides 
which, there were juvenile offenders, who were kept for twelve months previous 
to transportation. 


Tue УҮЕатнЕн.--Тһе state of the present extraordinary season was shown іп 
the abstract from the meteorological register kept at the gardens of the Horti- 
cultural Society at Chiswick from the 17th of February to the 3d of March, 
inclusive, which was read at the meeting on Tuesday. The barometer was high- 
est on February 17th, when it stood 30.117 in., and lowest, or 29.405 in., on 
February 24th, being a difference of upwards of half an inch within seven days. 
The thermometer exhibited a more extraordinary variation, as it stood lowest on 
the 25th of February, being 34 deg., and highest on February 28th, when it was 
64 deg. The quantity of rain was exactly haif an inch. 

VALUABLE CAnGo.—The splendid new ship Majestic, Captain Brown, cleared 
out and sailed from the Broomielaw last week for Calcutta, with the largest and 
most valuable general cargo, we may safely say, that ever left the Clyde for that 
or any other of our eastern possessions, She had on board, of fine goods alone, 
1900 boxes and bales. —Glasgow Courier. 

HORTICULTURAL NOVELTIES.— At the meeting of the Horticultural Society 
held on Tuesday, there were distributed some seeds of the brassica chinensis, or 
Shanghai oil plant, sent over by Мг. Fortune from China. This is a plant of the 
cabbage tribe which yields oil by expression, and a large quantity has been sent 
over to this country for experimental trials. The prizes awarded were Knightian 
medals to Mr. Lawrence and Mr. Loddige for new orchidaceous plants; a Bank- 
sian medal to Mr. Green, gardener to Sir Edmund Antrobus, for a new heath ; 
and a certificate of merit to Mr. Veitch, of Exeter, for a specimen plant. 


DEATH оғ А SOLICITOR FROM INTOXICATION. — On Tuesday last (March 3.), 
an inquest was held before J. B. Hyde, Esq., the coroner for the city of Wor- 
cester, and a very respectable jury, on the body of Mr. Finch, solicitor of that 
city, who was found drowned in the Worcester and Birmingham Canal. After a 
patient investigation, the jury found that “ The deceased was accidentally 
drowned while in a state of intoxication.” 

LONGEVITY OF PENSIONERS. — By а return lately made, it appears that during 
the last three years, sixty-seven pensioners, including half-pay officers, died in 
Devonport and its vicinity, whose ages averaged 72} years. 

METROPOLITAN REGISTER OF Birtus AND Deatus.— The number of births 
registered in the metropolis, the week ending Saturday last, was 1420; the num- 
ber of deaths, 916, being 164 less than the average of five winters, and 51 less 
than the average of five years. When the increase of population is considered, 
this lessened mortality speaks volumes for the healthiness of the present season.

Batt Dresses.—The bodies of these dresses are principally made іп the Gre- 
cian form, with petit sleeves raised or caught up in the front with small gold 
tassels. Another very elegant style of costume is that made in sky-blue satin 
à deux jupes; the one being fastened up upon the sides with branches of 
d’oreilles d’ours ; the centre or heart of these bouquets glittering with brilliant 
posées in close clusters. 

Pelisses are chiefly of black velvet, made high, А l’Amazone, and decorated 
upon the front of the skirt and body with a row of Marquise buttons, richly en- 
graved upon steel. Plain corsage, and a larges basques, falling over the hips ; 
the flaps are encircled with a wide flat net-work of black satin. Sleeves a coude 
(elbow) 5 little slanting towards the cuff, and similarly ornamented with a satin 
net work. 

Dress hats are remarkable for their elegant and light appearance. We may 
cite the following as of the latest fashion: — A hat of pink crèpe, covered with 
folds of pink tulle encircling the front of the brim; a single marabout being 
posée very low down at the side; а пе. work or plait of pink crepe winds іп a 
serpentine form a travers (across), the fullings of tulie, making altogether avery 
pretty trimming for the interior of the hat, which entirely encircles the face. 

NOVELTIES. — One of the most striking novelties of the season is а mantelet 
which has lately appeared, composed ‚о! pink, blue, or white tulle, and trimmed 
with several rows of fringe, independently of the light texture which displays 
the figure without injuring the toilette; it has а most graceful effect when tbrown 
over the head, upon coming out of the opera, or from a ball. Some are trimmed 
with passe-menterie in gold or silver. 

Fashiorable colours, for evening dress, are principally of two shaded colours, 
such as blue shading into a light pink, pink into a perfect celestial blue, mauve 
into a light green, and green into jonquil, the material being satin. — World of 
Fashion. 
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THE ITALIAN OPERA. 


Her Majesty’s Theatre opened for the season on Tuesday last, when the im- 
provements made within it during the recess appeared to surprise, as well as 
delight, the audience. When the stage lights rose, a burst of applause rang from 
every part of the house. We could hard:y recognise it, indeed. as the place with 
which we have been familiar Гог a quarter of a century. ‘he curtains of the 
boxes are of а rich golden coloured silk ; the fronts of each circle are beautifully 
painted on a white ground, with subjects in the Italian taste, equally graceful in 
design as rich in colour. The interior of the boxes are lined with a light 
flowered chintz. The pit and stalls are titted upjin the same handsome manner ; 
and every article of furniture, even of the most minute kind, is entirely new. А 
new method of ventilation, too, has added greatly to the comfort of the theatre, 
for though it was extremely crowded, the air remained cool and fresh. 

The drop-scene, or curtain of the New Proscenium, affords us a subject for en- 
graving. 

The new opera was entitled Nino, and is aversion of Verdi’s “ Nabucod- 
опозог” (or Nebuchadnezzar) ; the subject of the original piece, taken from 
Scripture, being changed to a subject taken from profane history —the conquest 
of Babylon by Ninus, King of Assyria, being substituted for the conquest of 
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Jerusalem by Nebuchadnezzar. The principal characters are very dramatic: 
Ninus was personated by Fornasari; and, being а part well fitted for his style, 
both of acting and singing, was performed with much effect. Abigaele is а сһа- 
racter full of energy and passion, and found a fitting representative in Signora 
Sanchioli, who, by her performance, has at once firmly established herself in the 
favour of the public, not only as a vocalist of the first rank, but asa powerful 
actress. Sheis of the middle stature, with a very expressive countenance, and 
free and graceful action. Signora Corbari, who performed the part of Fenena, 
appears to be very young, and is exceedingly timid and diffident. But her mo- 
desty did not throw a cloud over her fine qualities ; on the contrary, her success 
as a singer was complete, her last air having been encored with a warmth of ap 
plause we have rarely heard surpassed. The music of the opera is of the highest 
order, combining beautiful melody with grand and solid harmony, and a charm 
ing variety of instrumental effects. Тһе curtain fell amid a tumult of applause. 

The opera was followed by a new ballet, called “ Catarina, ou La Fille da 
Bandit.” It is founded on а passage in the life of the great painter, Salvator 
Rosa, who is said to have sought for subjects for his pencil among the fastnesses 
of the Appenines and their savage inhabitants. Mdle. Louise Taglioni, who ap 
peared for the first time in this country, showed herself not unworthy of the dis 
tinguished пате һе bears, and was most favourably received. On the whole 
this is a pretty ballet. 
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THE VILLAGES OF ENGLAND. 


Continental travellers, says Miss Sinclair, all acknowledge that in Britain on 
are to be seen those charming villages which give us ideas of rural happiness 
and fill the mind with thoughts of human life and humanjenjoyment, the keenes 
interest and sympathy of which our hearts are capable. In this opinion we en- 
tirely coincide. We have travelled over the length and breadth of the land, and 
we have spent many sweet summer months in the rural districts of the continent 
—the cottages of Europe are familiar to us—and we can safely say that fir 
cleanliness, a loved antiquity, strength of character, picturesque arrangement, 
and all that makes home dear and the land of our nativity beloved and honoured, 
there is nothing like a village of England. And, perhaps, no landscape sur- 
passes it in real interest. Tne history and poetry of other days lends it a charm 
which scenes of solitary beauty fail to inspire. In an English village the eye 
rests upon a ciuster of the best homes on earth; the scene touches our sym- 
pathies, and, consequently, the interest we feel becomes paramount and indelibie. 
We propose to take advantage of this feeling, and to attempt its gratification by 
offering our readers a series of landscapes which will exhivit, in а complete form, 
all the remarkable points of the more secluded villages of this country. In 
carrying out this design we shall confine ourselves for the present to localities 
remarkable for the beauty of their churches and other structures, in which the 
skill and taste of the mediaval ages are displayed. And along with these repre- 
sentations we shall give occasionally such details of the state of education, agri- 
culture, trade, and public feeling, as will put our readers in full possession of he 
social condition of the places described. Our first scene will be drawn trom the 


VILLAGE OF EYNESFORD IN KENT. 


This sequestered spot may be found to the right of the Maidstone road, a 
little beyond the fifteenth milestone from London. The by-road which leads to 
it lies through a well cultivated district, in which the hand of improvement, 
guided by the experience of centuries, indicates the enlightened character of the 
tarmers. The fields which are passed, the cottages of the labourers, the far-off 
mansions of families who “ сате in with the Conqueror,” ali bear, not only the 
stamp of our country, but of England at a distance from the present day. The 
complexion of the district is old and rugged, and such also is the aspect of the 
“snuggery ” to be visited. 

As we enter the “ street ” of the parish of Eynesford, we аге at once impressed 
with an idea of the ecclesiastical and aristocratic character of its ancient inhabi- 
tants. On our right are the ruins of a Nom ао castle; on our left is a Norman 
church ; before us is the fine old English mansion of Lullingstone, with its ivied 
gate, its moated towers, its tilting field, and, upon the Jawn, its church, filled 
with the monumental history of the Harts, the Dykes, andthe Percivals. Around 
us, also, Wherever we look, are venerable houses, built in the Norman fashion — 
an upper framework of wood, painted black and white, resting on a basement of 
stone. Every object, however, which meets the eye, unites in testifying that the 
advancing intelligence of the country, the rise of a middle class, the growth of a 
pure religion, the love of home and social pleasures, have extinguished the pomp, 
the pride, the barbarism of ancient chivalry, and compelled the prejudices of 
exalted birth to seek safety inthe improvements of the labouring classes. This 
happy change іп the spirit of the times is no where more apparent than in a 
small town like Eynesford, separated by circumstances from close acquaiatance 
with any more populous place. * 

The ruins of Eynesford Castle are of considerable extent. The walls which 
are built of squared flint are near four feet thick, being entire for near forty feet 
in height. The circuit of these walls is gradually quadrangular in form ; it con- 
tains-about three quarters of an acre of ground, in the middle of which isa strong 
keep or donjon. It stands at a small distance from the river Darent, between 
which and the castle, as well as for the same space round {it, there is much rub- 
bish and foundations of buildings, and there are the remains of a broad moat 
round it, now quite dry. The areaof the once mighty keep is now used as a 
filbert orchard. 

The church is dedicated to St. Martin, and is situated at south-east end of the 
village. It is of early Norman construction, with a spire; and although it hag 
been greatly altered by subsequent repairs, there are many interesting remains, 
anda beautiful ornamental doorway. The chancel in the south aisle, which 
formerly belonged to the Bosvilles, and in which many of them lie buried, is 
much dilapidated.: 

The people of the village are intelligent — and, consequently, polite — beyond 
their stations in life; the superstitions of the country side are unknown tothem, 
a sturdy bonour characterises their conduct, and the valley in which they live 
is famous for its health, its honesty, its happiness. This desirable state of affairs 
is attributable to the paternal character of the gentry, and the zealous care be- 
stowed by the clergy of the place оп {пе education of the rising race. Тһе em- 
ployments of the place are mostly agricultural.

ROYAL VICTORIA YACHT CLUB. 


The first stone of a new club-house for this club was laid on Мопалу at Ryde, 
in the Isle of Wight, by his Royal Highness Prince Albert (sceillustration). The 
town and pier were splendidly decorated. Flags of all colours and denominations 
covered the fronts of almost all the houses in the town; triumphal arches were 
thrown across the thoroughfares; ensigns, laurels, and evergreens adorned the 
whole extent of Ryde Pier, not only in the line of procession leading to the site 
of the new building, tut at every corner of the streets. 

About one o'clock the Fairy, royal steam-tender, steamed across from Ports- 
mouth Harbour, and after remaining at Ryde for a few minutes, proceeded off 
Osborne, at which place his Royal Highness Prince Albert, attended by Lord 
George Lennox, Major-General Sir E. Bowater, and Dr. Pretorius, embarked 
and arrived off the pier at Ryde about three o’clock. 

At this time the pier was crowded with persons of all ranks, and at the plat- 
form Admiral Sir C. Ogle, Bart., the commander-in-chief at Portsmouth. In 
the following order the party moved in procession along the crowded pier to the 
place of ceremony, а military band at the head playing “ God save the Queen,” 
and the revenue cutters, Stag, Rose, and Adder, &c., dressed out with flags for 
the occasion, and the battery on shore firing royal salutes. ‘The Superb, 80, 
Captain Corry, at Spithead, had honoured the appearance of the standard of the 
Prince with a royal salute. 

The royal marine bard led the procession, after which followed the worshipful 
body of masons, the marshal of the ceremonies, the town commissioners four 
abreast, officers of the quarantine service, the pier directors, James P. Lind, Esq., 
Captain Robert Т. Brigstocke, R.N., Captain Campbell Lock, R.N., ‘thomas 
Е. Cole, Esq., Commander Wilcox, of the Victory, bearing the standard of his 
Royal Highness Prince Albert; the Prince, the commodore of the club, Thomas 
W. Fleming, Esq.. cn his right, and the Vice Commodore, A. J. Hambrough, 
Esq., on his left. Then followed the suite of his Royal Highness and the fol- 
lowing visitors and members of the club: — The Hon. A’Court Holmes, М.Р.; 
the Marquis of Conyngham, the Lieu:. Governor of Portsmouth, Sir Hercules 
Pakenham, Admiral Sir Charles Ogle, Bart., Sir Richard Simon, Bart., the 
High Sheriff of Hants, Captain Sir Richard Grant, R.N., Colonel Custance, 
Captain Mowbray, R.N., Captain H. D. Cnads, C.B., R.N., Lieutenant Cray- 
croft, R.N., Captain Talbot, R.N., Lord Rossmore, Sir James Caldwell, K.C.B., 
Captain Sir Augustus W. Ciifford, Bart., R.N., 6. У.

At the foot of the pier Dr. Lind read an address from the town of Ryde to his 
Royal Highness, to which the Prince addressed a few words of satisfaction, and 
the procession moved on to the site of the new building. 

The Prince and suite having arrived on the ground, the masonic body halted, 
divided right and left, facing inwards, and formed an avenue for the approach of 
his Royal Highness Prince Albert, who was conducted by the commodore and 
vice-commodore to his place close to the stone in the usual manner. This 
haying been done, the commodore read the following inscription from the brass 
plate :— ( 4 

“ This stone was laid by his Royal Highness Prince Albert, of Saxe Coburg, 
кс, assisted by the Right Hon. Charles Anderson Pelham, Earl of Yarborough, 
&c. (who was present by proxy), provincial grand master of the Free and 
Accepted Masons of the United Lodges of the Isle of Wight, assembled on the 24 
day of March, А.р. 1846, in the 9th year of the reign of her most Gracious Ma- 
jesty Queen Victoria, being the foundation stone of a clubhouse to be erected for 
the use of the members of the Royal Victoria Yacht Club, established on the 
24th day of May, 1845, under the especial patronage of her most Gracious Majesty 
the Queen, and his Royal Highness Prince Alvert. This building is intended to 
be erected by the private subscriptions of the members of the Koyal Victoria 
Yacht Club, united for the purpose of promoting and encouraging all that relates 
to nautical science. William Huntley, architect.” 

The mortar was then spread by his Royal Highness with the silver trowel, the 
stone was lowered into its place, cheer upen cheer followed, the band playing the 
National Anthem and “ Rule Britannia.” 

An address from the club was then read and answered. 

The people shouted, the band played, and the procession then re-formed, and 
proceeded to the Pier Hotel. There the Prince, for a few minutes, inspected 
the plan of the building, and partook of some refreshment, and then returned to 
the royal yacht Fairy, and proceeded, amidst salutes from the Superb, the 
cruisers, and the cheers of the people, to Osborne. ) 

_ At half-past six o'clock the pier was bril:iantly illuminated with blue and red 
lights, which, with the alternate displays of го‹ kets and shells of most exquisite 
colours and varicus characters, lasted nearly two hours, when a flight of rockets 
announced the close, upon which the steamer left the pier very much crowded, 
so many persons having waited to see the termination of the ceremonial, ‘I'he 
last steamer did not start until half-past nine o'clock. |

Tue City оғ LONDON LITERARY AND SCIENTIFC INSTITUTION was established 
in the year 1825, and the theatre was opened in the year 1828, by the present 
Lord Chief Justice Denman, whose address upon the occasion was afterwards 
printed, and may be referred to as a valuable exposition of the advantages likely 
to result from the formation of such establishments, and as a testimony in their 
favour from one of the highest authorities this country can produce. Since that 
period the institution has been greatly enlarged, and such improvements effected, 
that every department is now placed in the most complete and efficient condi- 
tion. The number of its members is upwards of 1000. Әп Wednesday, Feb. 25., 
а conversazione was held, which attracted ап exceeding!y numerous assembly. 
Among the visitors were Mr. Sheriff Laurie, Mr. Sheriff Chaplin, William and 
Mary Howitt, Dr. Southwood Smith, Albert Smith, Alfred Smee, Dr. Bowring, 
and many others well known in the world of literature and science. The walls 
of the library and reading room were decorated with the paintings of many of 
our most distinguished artists, and in the different rooms of the institution were 
placed articles of interest and verti, casts, autographs, mode's, and so оп. The 
chief points of attraction were the reading room, a spacious apartment of hand- 
some proportions ; andthe theatre. In these rooms the company were gratified 
with a constant succession of appropriate subjects of interest and entertainment. 
The Hutchinson family, whose performances are obtaining the attention of the 
public, sung several of their most effective pieces, and many clever vocalists were 
present and assisted onthe occasion. Among them we may mention Mrs. A. 
Newton, Miss Thornton, Mr. Henry Smith, and Мг. Shoulbridge, who sung a 
variety of popular songs; but we regard as among the most gratifying portion of 
the evening's occupations, the part taken by members of the institution them- 
selves, indicating, as it does, the beneficial influence exerted by the institution. 
A member of the philosophical department, brought forward a number of highly 
interesting chemical experiments ; other members of the institution enacted 
with great spirit and propriety the celebrated “ trial scene” from the “ Mer- 
chant of Venice,” and a scene from a French play, both of which were much 
and deservedly applauded. Passages from the writings of Boz were also very 
admirably recited, and at the close а series of dissolving views were exhibited. 
In the course of the evening Mr. Sheriff Laurie and Dr. Bowring addressed the 
meeting, the latter expatiating in very eloquent terms on the advantages our 
own country possesses beyond most of the continental nations in the prevalence 
of literary associations, and the facilities afforded for the acquirement of know- 
ledge. The whole proceedings of the evening were calculated to yield the ut- 
most gratification to the company ; and we cannot but regard these meetings as 
valuable auxiliaries to the ordinary proceedings of the institution. 4

The stock of bullion in the Bank of England, 
which was only 203,9182. in February, 1815, and had reached only 4,184,620/. in 
Februarv, 1819, was increased to 11,869,900. in February, 1821, and to 
13,810,060 in February, 1824, as appears from accounts produced by the Bank 
before the Bank Charter Committee. In proportion аз the Bank increased its 
stock of bullion beyond the amount necessary for small payments, it interfered 
with the exchangeable value of gold, which had already become dear from a 
defalcation in its supply, and thereby lower prices. Gold in the coffers of the 
Bank, except for the purposes of making small payments, is as useless for the 
purposes of industry or commerce as gold in the bowels of the earth.

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ТЛЕ HARBOUR OF DOVER FROM THE WESTERN HEIGHTS, 


Н. М. G., Liverpool. The harbour of Dover is wholly artificial. It consists of 


two basins and a back water for washing them out at low tide. A third basin 
is now in course of construction on the land to the left of our engraving. The 
harbour of refuge is proposed to be formed in the open sea beyond the present 
harbour. Captain Bullock and Captain Washington have been engaged for 
the last six months in making soundings off the coast to ascertain the quantity 
of shingle annually thrown up by the south-west winds. At present the 
shingle forms a dangerous bar at the mouth of the principal basin. 

T. S. pa, ar A portable steam engine for agricultural purposes has been 
invented by Mr. Alexander Dean, the engineer, of Birmingham. It is remark- 
able for easy management and the perfection and durability of its mechanical 
arrangements. The boiler and its heating apparatus are constructed on safe 
and economic principles, with the additional advantages of enabling the driver 
of the engine to start at a very short notice and to keep up his operations with- 
out loss of time through the period of an entire day. Itis drawn by two horses, 
and when employed in thrashing is equal to twelve horse power. It admits of 
adaptation to almost every form of agricultural implement. It has been used 
to advantage with threshing machines, chaff cutters, corn and bone mills, saw 
mills, &c. &с.
